Life is like a box of choco- 
lates; you never know what you 
are going to get.

Ac- 
cording to Castaldi, the governor 
started to introduce him as the 
next director to fellow colleagues 
that same day, inferring that he 
had got the job.

Committee selects the committee 
chair, who, in turn, selects the 
other members. The committee 
does its work behind closed 
doors. Besides selecting each 
year’s recipient, the committee 
also plans the award ceremony, 
arranges publicity for the award, 
and seeks contributions and gifts 
for the recipient. In recent years, 
the Greenbelt Rotary Club has 
made substantial cash contribu- 
tions to help cover the cost of the 
program and to pay for the rec- 
ognition plaque given to the hon- 
oree. The committee welcomes 
the donation of other significant 
gifts for presentation to the year’s 
winner.

Let’s Be Open about Open Space 


For some time, we have believed that the Greenbelt City Council was 
meeting in executive sessions to plan and arrange for the purchase of 
-land. Since the public and the press are barred from executive sessions 
we had no tangible evidence that this was a matter we could publicly 
report. 

Then, without previous notice, at its June 5 regular meeting, council 
adopted a plan, as required by the county, for use of state open-space 
funds allocated to the city. These funds can be used both for land ac- 
quisition and for park improvements. Unfortunately, this subject was in- 
troduced very late at night, with little discussion by council. No citizen 
comments were made at all since those attending for other public issues 
had gone home. The plan as presented is nebulous: the city intends to 
buy a 10-acre parcel somewhere in Greenbelt East, a one-acre parcel 
somewhere east of Kenilworth and a one-acre parcel somewhere in the 
center of town. It will also use some funds for playground safety im- 
provements. In addition, City Manager Michael McLaughlin assured 
council that nothing in these plans was so fixed that the council couldn’t 


change it. 


Over the past decades, the city has purchased many parcels of land. 
Yet we cannot think of one instance where the city council did not first 
publicly declare its intent to buy a specific parcel of land. 

Possibly council members believe that by acting in secret, they can 
make better purchase deals. Even if this were true, we object to council’s 


acting in secret. 


Greenbelt government has long been noted for being 


open and for encouraging public participation in the decision-making pro- 
cess. If it costs more money to do business in the open, in the long run 
it pays off by garnering the support of Greenbelt citizens. 

We urge council to declare its intentions publicly for the use of open 
space funds. Council and the city staff must justify why they wish to 
spend the city’s funds as they have proposed. Greenbelt citizens (and 
property owners) need to be given the opportunity to make comments and 
to suggest alternative proposals to those being considered for action. 

Let’s keep the doors to the council room open. 





Mischaracterization 


For former City Manager 
James Giese to say that “some 
councilmembers gave lip service 
to cutting the budget” is a 
mischaracterization (“As I See It’, 
GNR, June 22.) It is unfair at 
best for Giese to say that he 
didn’t see “any real efforts made,” 
since I personally placed into. his 
hands a copy of the memo. I! 
wrote to council detailing 
$200,000 of budget cuts I fa- 
vored. | 

However, the modest effort I 
made to specify items to cut was 
something that I undertook reluc- 
tantly, since I believe that the city 
manager is best positioned to 
identify the specific places where 

his budget can sustain reductions 

without compromising service de- 
livery. But implying that a 
councilmember can legitimately 
call for a tighter budget only if he 
or she is willing to dissect all de- 
tails of the manager’s proposed 
budget and then reconstruct them 
in a more acceptable form, as- 
sumes a very different role for 
council in running the city. That 
degree of engagement in the day- 
to-day operations is not consistent 
with the council-manager form of 
government that Greenbelt has en- 
joyed since its inception. 

I have a day job, a family, and 
other interests in life — and, 
sorry, but $5,000 a year doesn’t 
buy my services as a full-time 
budget analyst and efficiency ex- 
pert. (Nor would the city man- 
ager want me hanging around city 
hall doing that kind of, work.) 
Rather, the job of 
councilmembers is to provide 
broad policy direction for the 
manager to carry out, and to 
evaluate his performance. It is 
my hope that by voicing my con- 
cerns, and those of the many 
people who have spoken with me 
about this, that the manager and 
his staff will prepare a budget 
next year that better reconciles 
Greenbelters’ needs, wants, and 


do. 

For the record, | am not in- 
stinctively anti-tax. In fact, I like 
what government can do when 
it’s adequately funded and respon- 


means. That's all I can rightly 


sive to peoples’ needs. I support 
repeal of TRIM, for instance, be- 
cause it has pauperized our 
schools and eroded the public’s 
respect and confidence in the 
school system. And stronger lo- 
cal schools, I believe, would ulti- 
mately boost Greenbelt’s tax yield 
through increased assessments. 
But, as Giese says, if you .want 
services, you have to pay for 
them.

City Lacks Vision 


I read with considerable in- 
terest James Giese’s column on 
Thursday, June 22 (Explanation 
of Rising Tax Rates). His ar- 
ticle provides a lot of valuable 
information and makes several 
good points. However, I wish 
to clarify a point that he made. 

He stated that he is not 
aware of any person coming be- 
fore the city council to seek 
budget cuts or reduced taxes, 
and therefore the council is rea- 
sonable in continuing to raise 
taxes because there is a lack of 
opposition from citizens. This 
is only partially accurate. 

I came before the council at 
its first public hearing on the 
budget in May to argue that 
raising taxes for the seventh 
straight year without a plan to 
develop our tax base is unac- 
ceptable. I agree completely 
with Janet Parker, who said that 
taxation is the price of a civi- 
lized seciety. A few extra dol- 
lars this year will not hurt me. 
Greenbelt should indeed con- 
tinue to improve its already top- 
quality service to its citizens. 

However, the present boom- 
ing economy is causing politi- 


cians elsewhere to argue about 


how to spend surplus revenues. 
If Greenbelt is currently suffer- 
ing from flat tax growth, then 
we need to examine why we are 
not sharing in the economic 
prosperity. | 

Council members are our 
leaders. They have an obliga- 
tion to develop a vision and 


‘long-term plans to ensure that 


city revenues grow at least as 


fast as our service/expenditure 
i 
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needs. To date, I have yet to 
see such a vision or plan com- 
ing from our council members. 

I came before the council to 
express my concern on the lack 
of such a vision or plan. I sug- 
gested that the council should 
do what many other jurisdic- 
tions are doing — develop a 
long-range plan, backed with 
the staff and resources to enact 
it, to attract higher quality busi- 
nesses to Greenbelt without de- 
veloping further land. This 
means upgrading existing busi- 
ness locations and offices to at- 
tract such businesses, thus 
boosting tax revenues for the 
city. 

The council’s response was 
threefold: 1) we have no 
money, 2) we already are work- 
ing with the state assessment 
office to figure out what to do, 
and 3) the public doesn’t mind 
paying for a seventh straight 
year of increasing taxes. This 
response is disappointing: work- 
ing with the state assessment 
office is no substitute for devel- 
oping a plan and a vision; the 
money needed is an investment 
in our future, not merely an in- 
creased expense; and the mere 
absence of public objection 
should not be mistaken for its 
endorsement of plans it may 
not even be aware of. The citi- 
zens of Greenbelt should not be 
taken for granted. 

The city of Greenbelt needs 
a vision or long-range plan to 
ensure that we will be able to 
weather the next economic 
downturn. Without a vision or 
plan to do so, we make it 
harder for the next generation 
to carry on Greenbelt’s rich 
heritage of community involve- 
ment and public service.

Walter Penney 


Walter Penney 
On June 24, 2000, longtime 
Greenbelt resident Walter 


Francis Penney died peacefully 
in his Greenbelt home at age 
87. 

He was born and raised in 
New York City and West 
Hoboken (now part of Union 
City), the son of a New York 
City fireman. At 16 he got his 
first job at the New York Pub- 
lic Library. At 17 he received 


a scholarship for Cooper Union ~ 


University in New York, based 
on a competitive exam. At the 
same time he started work at 
the Metropolitan Life Insurance 
Company as an actuarial. Dur- 
ing World War II he answered 
the government’s call for math- 
ematicians by moving to Wash- 
ington, "D.C. to yormthe US 
Navy’s Crypto Analysis Group 
(later to become the N.S.A.). 
When the N.S.A. moved to Ft. 
Meade he moved in 1957 with 
his family into their current 
home on Northway. He retired 
in 1977. 

Walter loved intellectual 
challenges~= he was a born puz- 


Hig§ columns, “Problem of the 
Month,” appeared over the 
years in the “Crypto-Mathemat- 
ics Institute Notices.” These 
were bundled in 1974 into a 
book called “Penney’s Puzzles.” 
He also wrote a monthly math- 
ematical puzzle column in 
“Computers and Automation,” 
and published numerous articles 
in the Journal of Recreational 
Linguistics, the American Math- 
ematical Monthly, the Journal 
of the Association of Comput- 
ing Machinery and the Math- 
ematics Magazine. He, along 
with two friends, conducted 
Over many years a fiendishly 
difficult “Dictionary Rally.” In 
1950 he won the Times-Herald 
Spelling Bee. He taught him- 
self several languages, includ- 
ing Finnish, Russian, Dutch and 
French. He was an avid chess 
player, and belonged to the 
Federal Bridge League. He 
was a member of Mensa, 
Intertel and several professional 
societies. 

During his retirement he 
was a good example of how 
Greenbelt enables seniors to 
live life to its fullest - even 
with gradually increasing per- 
sonal limitations. At first he 
enjoyed his weekly “soak” in 
the hot-tub, followed by a two- 
lap swim, and alternated by 
Sunday morning workouts in 
the gym under the watchful eye 
of his oldest son.

Castaldi deals directly with 
the 157 towns and cities as 
well as the 23 counties across 
the state. “I intercede with 
problems between the state gov- 
ernment and the locals. They 
[locals] from time to time want 
to meet with the governor and I 
establish those meetings.” He 
is the liaison with the governor 
for the Maryland Municipal As- 
sociation that represents all 
these cities and towns in the 
state government. He also re- 
views bills that are sent from 
the House of Delegates to the 
governor and focuses specifi- 
cally on how legislation will 
affect counties and cities 
throughout the state. He makes 
recommendations to the gover- 
nor and lets him know what 
specific committees are thinking 
in terms of the bills they send 
along for passage into law. If 
need be, he also delivers 
speeches on behalf of the gov- 
ernor. 

“The Governor expects us to 
review things to make sure they 
will do what they [bills] say 
they are going to do. He ex- 
pects things to be done on time 
and in order.” 

Castaldi is proud of some of 
the accomplishments the gover- 
nor has made, including im- 
provements in education, envi- 
ronmental concerns, equality is- 
sues for women and minorities, 
and an array of other issues. 
“He’s concerned that his legacy 
[will be remembered] for a di- 
verse Operating government.” 

A History of Greenbelt 

Politics 

Born (October 24, 1944) and 
raised in Greenbelt, Castaldi 
grew up in the family home at 
11-V Ridge Road. His parents 
moved to Greenbelt in 1938 
from New York City after his 
father had found work with the 
Bureau of Engraving and Print- 
ing, making them one of 
Greenbelt’s pioneer families. 
Family life for Castaldi was 
based around old Italian family 
traditions that encouraged 
Castaldi and his three siblings 
to be active in the community. 

He graduated from 
Beltsville’s High Point High 
School. “I really was not very 
political [in high school]; I was 
one of those people that took 
an interest in sports — football, 
archery and Little League.” 
After high school, he majored 
in business administration at the 
University of Maryland. 
Castaldi did not finish his de- 
gree, but hopes to go back to 
school one day in the future. 
While attending college, he be- 
gan working at Maryland Na- 


tional Capital Park and Plan- . 


ning Commission (M-NCPPC). 

Castaldi may not have been 
very active in politics in high 
school, but during his college 
days he became more involved. 
“I grew up in Greenbelt and 
was waiting to give something 
back,” he says. While still liv- 
ing in GHI, Castaldi ran into 


Dick Pilski, who was a city. 


councilmember. Pilski sug- 
gested that Castaldi’s back- 
ground at MNCPPC, where he 
had worked for 20 years as su- 
pervisor of Zoning Information 
and Permits, would help him to 
get a position on council. 
Soon after, Castaldi got 
some petitions signed for his 
candidacy (he was | out of 13 
candidates running for election) 
and he managed to come out 


among the top five who were 
elected. He was only 27. “If 
you want to run for something, 
you have to do it yourself and 
I won because of that.” 

Some of his notable accom- 
plishments on city council in- 
clude the construction of 
Greenway Center, which used 
to be Schrom Airport. He was 
also instrumental in the creation 
of Greenbelt Lake Park. He 
served on a variety of boards 
and committees, including the 
Council of Government’s Rape 
Task Force, the Human Re- 
sources Policy Board and the 
National League of Cities’ 
Open Space Committee. 


Castaldi remained on city | 


council from 1973 to 1982; he 
became mayor in 1981 and 
served for roughly a year. He 
is proud of his easement of red 
tape in the city in order to help 
businesses function better. He 
also worked diligently on trying 
to unify all sections of the city 
and maintaining personal con- 
tact with many citizens. 
“While I was mayor, residents 
of Greenbelt called me because 
trash wasn’t picked up [in their 
area], and they were having a 
wedding in their yard the next 
day; so I got in my station 
wagon and picked up the trash. 
To me, it was easier to pick it 
up than call someone; it’s those 
kinds of things that people 
want. People just want to have 
someone to listen to even if 
you can’t solve their problem.” 

Castaldi says there are still 
many problems in city politics 
that he wants changed. “I 
would like to see elections ev- 
ery four years instead of two. 
I believe that when you are 
running that often, the possibil- 
ity is that you don’t make the 
best decisions when you are al- 
ways in campaign mode. When 
you look at the history of city 
council, there is a very low 
turnover in who is on it; plus it 
is very expensive and costly 
both from city staff time and 
other expenses.” 

Also, he would like to see 
more cooperation between dif- 
ferent sections of the commu- 
nity, which he feels would help 
make advances for residents. 
“I would like to see more high 
quality restaurants, well-main- 
tained roads and an open space 
initiative.” Castaldi is also not 
in favor of the reconfiguration 
of Eleanor Roosevelt High 
School (ERHS) that calls for 
combining it with nearby Duval 
High School. 

Movin’ On Up 

One might say that the box 
of chocolates became more di- 
versified as Castaldi progressed 
in his political career. In 1982, 
after just a year at being mayor, 
he ran for’ Prince George’s 
County Council in the 4th dis- 
trict. His interest in the County 
Council came after a redistrict- 
ing that caused Bowie to be a 
part of the same district as 
Greenbelt. Apparently Bowie 
had more political clout than 
Greenbelt and he was very con- 
cerned about it. 

With the help of the 
Greenbelt Democratic Coordi- 
nating Committee and other 
members of the community, 
Castaldi was able to pull ahead 
of opponent Al Golato by 600 
votes. He remembers his cam- 
paign headquarters in the 
Charlestowne North high rise 
building: “Ed Putens [City 
Council member who helped 
with the campaign] was wor- 
ried, I came into the office with 


a bottle of champagne...Anne — 


-

[his wife] said that I had lost 
it...but I knew I didn’t. It was 
a shock to almost everyone that 
we won. I owe it to the 
people of Greenbelt; I couldn't 
have done it without that sup- 
port at home.” 

Some of Castaldi’s major 
achievements came while he 
served on the County Council. 
He initiated much in the way 
of the open space initiative in 
the county. He was also ap- 
pointed in 1982 by then County 
Executive Parris N. Glendening 
to the Washington Metropolitan 
Area Transit Authority's 
(WMATA) Board of Directors, 
where he served two terms as 
chairman. He was influential 
in getting the de-icer on the 
metro’s third rail and started 
the newspaper-recycling pro- 
gram. 

“I got Metro to start a recy- 
cling and newspaper program, 
it was the first metro system in 
the country doing this and it 
saved a lot of trees.” He also 
came up with the design for an 
attractive gate at the entrances 
to Metro stations in order to 
curb drug addicts and homeless 
people from gathering there. 
“If you don’t have that safety 
element, you won't get people 
to use mass transit.” 

He also served as chairman 
of the Washington Suburban 
Transit Commission (WSTC), 
as a member of the National 
Association of Counties 
(NACO) Transportation Steer- 
ing Committee and was chair- 
man of the Prince George's 
County Council’s Planning and 
Zoning Committees. Castaldi 
is considered an expert in the 
field of zoning and develop- 
ment and has lectured at Prince 
George’s Community College 
and the University.of Mary land 
in these subject areas. 

Outside of Politics 

In 1994, Castaldi retired 
from politics and became a 
land-use consultant for five 
years, in part because his 
mother had died following a 
series of strokes and his father 
needed to be cared for in 
Florida. “When my mom 
passed away, I was in the 
middle of a campaign for 
county éxecutive. I made a 
hard decision and dropped out 


of the campaign.” . 
Today he looks back at his

political career and weighs its 


advantages and disadvantages. . 


“For one thing, I don’t run for 
reelection every two or four 
years. Whenever you are an 
elected official, you are always 
I wouldn’t trade any 
moment on city or county 
council; it may not have been 
great all the time but it was fun 
accomplishing a lot. It’s like 
life — you do the best you can 
and you hope the people appre- 
ciate that you were there and 
you made a difference.” 
Castaldi’s wife, Ann who is 


chairman of special education 


at Eleanor Roosevelt High 
School, has a very positive out- 
look on life without politics. 
“Being an elected official is all- 
consuming; it’s nights, week- 
ends and holidays. It is a 
whole lifestyle and now we 
have.a different lifestyle that 
we love just as much.” 

Castaldi feels that his political 
involvement helped his two 
daughters to be successful as 
well. “My daughters became

more astute.’ Both daughters, 
Lisa and Tina, are grown up 
now. Lisa is married to a coast 
guardsman and they live in 
Herndon, VA. Tina lives in Cali- 
fornia and runs her own fitness 
club. She has also had TV act- 
ing roles on the shows of “Nash 
Bridges” and “Hard Copy.” 
Now that his two daughters 
are grown, Castaldi and his 
wife look to their two dogs, 
Magic and Ali (black Labra- 
dors), for support on the politi- 
cal front. “One is conservative 
and one is liberal. Now 


_ they're our kids; we had to buy 


a king size bed for them.” 
Besides the joy of their 


dogs, the Castaldis love to go 


to their Charles County retreat 
on the Potomac River in order 
to wind down. They own 
about 12 acres of land and en- 
joy crabbing when there. 
Castaldi has about two more 
years on Glendening’s staff and 
is not sure what he'll do after 
that. “I keep all of my op- 
tions; I don’t have any plans.”

/ When Judge C. Philip Nichols, 
Jr. addressed the first graduating 
class of Eleanor Roosevelt High 
School’s Criminal Justice Acad- 
emy on May 10, he reaffirmed 
ERHS’s attitude toward law en- 
forcement when he said, “Blessed 
are the peace makers.”
